GENERAL DESCRIPTION AND SCOPE OF SERVICES: 
The Park and Recreation Department is requesting Statement of Qualifications for 
Comprehensive Environmental/Planning Services for the San Diego River Park Master Plan. The 
proposed 18 month project includes, but is not limited to: an Environmental Impact Report 
(EIR), Amendments to Community Plans and Local Coastal Program, an Economic Analysis 
Report, drafting Zoning Overlay ordinance for implementing the Master Plan and the actual 
approval and adoption of the Master Plan from the City Council and California Coastal 
Commission. The consultant services required include, but would not be limited to, public 
meetings and presentations, research and writing an economic analysis, preparing and writing 
Environmental Impact Report, amending community plans and their local coastal programs and 
the drafting of zoning overlay ordinance.
